The news that the Ar¬ 
rows will not be able to 
appear during Lifeboat 
Week comes after the 
organisers, the RNLI 
Guild, were informed 
that for the first time 
ever they would have 
to pay a fee in excess 
of £12,000, prompting 
this newspaper to launch a campaign - “Let’s Save 
The Red Arrows” - to ensure that the 40-year relation¬ 
ship between the RAL’s crack aerobatic team and 
Lyme Regis is preserved. 

Red Arrows has traditionally been the highlight of 
Lyme’s summer season, attracting thousands of peo¬ 
ple to the resort. 

The RNLI Guild decided it would not be possible to 
meet the Red Arrows’ fee or that of the RAF para¬ 
chute team, the Falcons, also regular attenders at 


Lifeboat Week over the years. They, too, are charging 
a fee this year, thought to be around £3,500. 

The “Let’s Save The Arrows” campaign has been 
met with an unbelievable response with £12,000 al¬ 
ready being committed by businesses and donations 
from local residents. 

And this week we are planning to launch the Lyme 
Regis Red Arrows 100 club in which 100 people will 
donate £100, bringing in a further £10,000 (see more 
details on page 5). 

Those interested in becoming members are being 
invited to a gathering at the By The Bay restaurant on 
the Marine Parade tomorrow (Thursday) at 7pm. 

Those who have made smaller donations, or are 
planning to do so, are also invited. 

RAF Events confirmed with the View From Lyme 
Regis that the Arrows would be unable to appear dur¬ 
ing Lifeboat Week 2016. However, campaigners 
have been encouraged to re-submit an application for 
another date and this will happen during the next cou¬ 
ple of weeks. 

The Mayor of Lyme Regis, Councillor Owen 
Lovell, is giving his full backing to the campaign and 
Lyme Regis Town Council will be deciding at their 
full council meeting on October 7th how they can 
best offer support.

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Candles on the 
Cobb raises £40k

PETER Smith lives in Bridport and moved 
to Dorset from London in 2000 after taking 
early retirement in 1997. 

He worked from an apprentice gardener 
to parks management and when he moved 
to the area he started a part time job at Ab- 
botsbury Subtropical Gardens where he 
still works three days a week in the sum¬ 
mer. 

Peter realised that after renovating the 
former farmhouse where he lives, he had 
spare time and it was not yet time to slow 
down, so he is also members of Symonds- 
bury Parish Council and chairman of the 
Western Area Transport Action Group 
(WATAG). 


• YOU are chairman of WATAG, what in¬ 
spired you to be a part of the group? 

I was nominated as the Parish Transport Repre¬ 
sentative with WATAG the local group who sup¬ 
port the use of public transport we help to 
negotiate improvements to the services avail¬ 
able with both the county council and commer¬ 
cial operators. Eventually I became treasurer 
and when Bob Driscoll decided to take a break 
as chairman, I was the only nomination. 

• WHAT are the biggest problems facing 
rural public transport today? 

The huge reduction in funds available for trans¬ 
port subsidy due mostly by government taking 
their financial support from local councils and 
no increase in council tax to replace the fund¬ 
ing, which had led to a huge increase in bus 
services from Bridport to Dorchester, Wey¬ 
mouth, Axminster and even Exeter, which were 
funded by Dorset County Council from the early 
2000s. This gave an hourly service to Dorchester 
from early morning till late evening for the first 
time ever (the first bus had not reached Dorch¬ 
ester till well after 10am)! 

While daytime services are still well used the 
Sunday and evening services are under threat. 
Most routes need 20 passengers to be finan¬ 
cially viable as both the X31 and X53 were taken 
out of subsidy by the operators some years ago. 

In a way we were ahead of the cuts now im¬ 
posed around the country a situation is not 
helped by the amount reimbursed for conces¬ 



sion ticket use, which is controlled by a govern¬ 
ment formula. 

There are currently some proposals to give 
councils more say over local bus services a sit¬ 
uation, which we will monitor carefully over the 
next few years and be hopefully involved in.

• YOU are also a councillor for Symonds- 
bury Parish Council, when did you join and 
why? 

I had become treasurer of Eype Schoolroom, 
which is the village hall soon after our arrival 
here. The late Bill Bartlett, who was chairman 
and a parish councillor, suggested I took the va¬ 
cant position of the parish council representa¬ 
tive as a governor at Symondsbury School (a 
post which has been deleted). Our daughter 
was to become a pupil there so I became a par¬ 
ent governor and served for eight years includ¬ 
ing three as chairman. 

When our daughter moved to Colfox I was a 
parent governor for four years. She has just 
started sixth form at what is now the Sir John 
Colfox Academy. I had soon become a parish 
councillor, filling a casual vacancy and being 
elected in 2007 in what was the first time in liv¬ 
ing memory that there were more candidates 
than places! 

• ARE there any other groups you are a part 
of? 

I have been on the Bridport Food Festival Com¬ 
mittee for about four years and can usually be 
found at the entrance gate letting the stall hold¬ 
ers in at 7am! 

• WHAT do you like to do in your spare 
time? 

In my spare time I also deliver the Parish Maga¬ 
zines do some gardening and watch TV (the 
parliament channel if I'm really bored). 

• IF you won the Lottery, what would be the 
first thing you would do? 

If I won the Lottery I think a new car would be 
first then to give a lot of thought to anything 
left!

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Museum receives £798k grant for extension 


LYME Regis Museum has received a con¬ 
firmed grant of £798,000 from the Heritage 
Lottery Fund (HLF) for its proposed Mary 
Anning Wing extension. 

The £1.3million project aims to provide the museum 
with a new fossil gallery and learning space, as well 
as providing a larger shop and the lift and visitor toi¬ 
lets that the attraction currently lacks. 

The Mary Anning Wing, a modern extension to the 
museum’s charming 1902 building, will enable the 
museum to extend its free education service for local 
schools, work more closely with local community 
groups and make Lyme’s fascinating history more ac¬ 
cessible. It will also enable the museum to host more 
events, improve the offer to Lyme’s many tourists as 
well as working with larger museums and universities 
to encourage the study of Lyme’s unique geology. 

Lyme Regis Museum is built on the site of the home 
of Mary Anning, the world’s first great fossil hunter 
and early scientist. Situated at the heart of the Jurassic 
Coast, the museum has a spectacular collection of 
local fossils and runs very popular fossil walks on the 
same beaches that Mary Anning walked 200 years 
ago.

The largely volunteer- 
run museum also tells 
the story of Lyme’s other 
great events and people, 
its famous writers such 
as Jane Austen and John 
Fowles; the Monmouth 
Rebellion, the last at¬ 
tempted invasion of 
England; and as the 
birthplace of Thomas 
Coram, Lyme’s “greatest 
citizen” and founder of 
the Foundlings Hospital, 
England’s first charity. 

David Tucker, director 
of Lyme Regis Museum, 
described confirmation 
of the grant as crossing 
the “major hurdle” of the 
project. 


He continued: “We’re delighted that the Heritage 
Lottery Fund has given us this support. Our museum 
is bursting at the seams and we’ll be able to do so 
much more for so many more people, both local and 
tourists.” 

“We want to play a major role in supporting Lyme’s 
schools and community groups and the Mary Anning 
Wing will allow us to do just that. People, irrespective 
of disability will be able to access our first floor and 
we’ll no longer have to send visitors across a busy 
road to the nearest public toilet. 

“When I started working on this project I wanted to 
build something that would make a difference to 
Lyme Regis Museum, but I now realise it will make 
a difference to the town. This will bring income into 
the town, local jobs and will be a great resource for 
local schools.” 

Nerys Watts, head of Heritage Lottery Fund South 
West, added: “As the home of geological and chari¬ 
table ‘firsts’, the inspiration of literary greats and the 


place to go for generations of people fascinated by 
fossils, Lyme Regis has an extraordinarily rich her¬ 
itage. 

“Thanks to money raised by National Lottery play¬ 
ers, this project will transform the gateway to this her¬ 
itage with massive benefits for the collections 
themselves and the visitors and volunteers of this 
much loved museum. We’re delighted to play a fund¬ 
ing role.” 

The proposed extension has also won support from 
The Fine Foundation, Dorset County Council, The 
Friends of Lyme Regis Museum and The Garfield 
Weston Trust, and the museum is still actively 
fundraising to reach the total cost. 

West Dorset District Council is currently consider¬ 
ing a planning application for the modem extension, 
with a decision expected to be made at a Development 
Control Committee on October 8th. If approved, 
building work is expected to commence in September 
2016 and be completed by June 2017. 


Lyme Regis Town Council recommended refusal of 
the plans because of concerns over the use of modern 
materials, but Mr Tucker said planning officers had 
advised designing a modern extension to separate 
from the historic, original building.

Housing on car park a no go 


TOWN councillors have made a final 
decision to scrap long-standing plans 
to build affordable housing on Wood- 
mead Halls car park in Lyme Regis. 

The idea of using the car park for af¬ 
fordable rented housing has been 
considered a possibility for several 
years, but the previous town council 
dropped the proposal when Raglan 
housing, which was working on plans 
for the site, ran into problems with 
West Dorset District Council's plan¬ 
ning officers. 

Former town councillor Mark Gage 
said it was the "biggest disappoint¬ 
ment" of his four years on the council. 

Lyme Regis Community Land Trust 
(CLT), which was set up to provide af¬ 
fordable housing, then 
said it may be able to 
take the idea forward. 

Having looked further 
at the site, the CLT went 
to the new town council 
last week asking for an 
assurance that they 
would still be interested 
in the proposals before 
they spent anymore 
time working on it. 

However, councillors 
raised concerns about 


the potential loss of car parking 
spaces and the safety of children on a 
site surrounded by car parking and 
emergency services, and said they did 
not think West Dorset's planning de¬ 
partment would change its mind. 

The Mayor, Councillor Owen Lovell, 
said he believed the CLT's time and re¬ 
sources would be "better spent else¬ 
where". 

Councillor Richard Doney spoke in 
favour of the idea, saying the CLT were 
aware of previous concerns and it was 
worth hearing their proposals. 

However, councillors voted against 
taking the idea forward, with just 
Councillors Doney and Brian Lar- 
combe voting in favour of it.

T HIS week we launch the Lyme 
Regis Red Arrows 100 Club to en¬ 
sure that the relationship be¬ 
tween the RAF's crack aerobatic team 
and our town, which goes back 40 
years, is maintained. 

The club will be limited to 100 members who 
will contribute an annual fee of £100, raising 
£10,000 towards the cost of meeting the Red 
Arrows' charge, expected to be in excess of 
£12,000 a year in the future. 

The Red Arrows have been coming to Lyme 
Regis for more than 40 years but if they are to 
return next year a fee has to be paid for the first 
time. 

Lifeboat Week organiser, the RNLI Guild, are 
not in a position to meet the fee or organise a 
fundraising campaign, so the View from Lyme 
Regis has launched a "Let's Save the Arrows" 
campaign which has been met with a magnifi¬ 
cent response. One local company has commit¬ 
ted to making a donation of £7,000 next year 
and in successive years. 

As reported on our front page, the Arrows are 
not able to appear in Lifeboat Week next year 
because it clashes with an appearance at the 
Sunderland Air Show, one of the biggest 
events of its kind in the country, and a period 
of mid-season leave for the crew. 

However, with the support of Lyme Regis 
Town Council, an application is being made for 
the Arrows to visit Lyme on an alternative date 


during the sum¬ 
mer. 

Traditionally, Red 
Arrows Day has 
been the most 
popular summer 
attraction in Lyme, 
attracting thou¬ 
sands to the town 
and providing a 
significant boost 
to the local economy. 

So what are the benefits of becoming a mem¬ 
ber of the £100 club? Primarily, the amount 
raised will ensure that the Arrows'fee can be 
met next year and in successive years. All mem¬ 
bers will be invited to a champagne reception 
on the seafront to watch the Arrows' display 
over Lyme Bay. Each male member will receive 
an exclusive Red Arrows 100 Club tie and lapel 
badge and the ladies will receive a silk scarf. 
Regular newsletters and promotional offers will 
also be sent to all members throughout the 
year.

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Belmont re- 

FTER eight years of detailed research, 
fundraising and restoration, Belmont - 
the former Lyme Regis home of famed 
author John Fowles and pioneering 18th cen¬ 
tury businesswoman, Eleanor Coade - is open 
once again. 

Bought by the Landmark Trust is 2007 in dire need 
of repair, the grade II listed building on Pound Street 
has been meticulously restored using traditional craft 
skills at a cost of £1.8million. With the once faded 
facade returned to its striking shade of pink, it now re¬ 
flects the original 18th century seaside villa. 

Like the Landmark Trust’s other 195 buildings, Bel¬ 
mont, which sleeps eight, will be let as self-catering 
accommodation for short breaks ensuring it will never 
again fall into disrepair again. 

For nearly forty years Belmont was owned by pio¬ 
neering 18th century businesswoman, Eleanor Coade 
(1733-1821). She built up a successful artificial stone 
business in the “man’s world” of the Georgian era.

Coade-stone was used upon many Regency buildings 
across Britain and beyond that still exist today, includ¬ 
ing the Royal Naval College in Greenwich and Buck¬ 
ingham Palace, and her business earned the respect of 
great architects of the day such as Robert Adam and 
John Nash. 

Coade left her own stamp on Belmont, with delicate 
stone details visible throughout the house, from the 
mouldings to the fireplaces and even the embellish¬ 
ments on the front of the building, including the intri¬ 
cate faces of the Roman god of the sea, Neptune, and 
his wife Amphitrite. 

Belmont later became the home of acclaimed author 
John Fowles (1926-2005), where he lived for almost 
four decades. Much of his work was written at Bel¬ 
mont, including the completion of “The French Lieu¬ 
tenant’s Woman”, which later became a hit film 
starring Meryl Streep in the 1980s. 

Fowles wanted Belmont to be enjoyed by many peo¬ 
ple in the future, particularly other writers. Landmark 
will make the building available to all for self-catering 
holidays, and there will be a large collection of books 
reflecting Fowles’ work and his interests for guests to 
browse. Moreover, creative writing students will par¬ 
ticipate in annual study weeks. 

Dr Anna Keay, director of the Landmark Trust, said: 
“We are enormously proud of having completed this 
ambitious restoration project, particularly in our fiftieth 
anniversary year. The rejuvenated building is once 
again a fitting monument to the genius of Eleanor 
Coade. Visitors will now be able to stay in her Geor¬ 
gian architectural gem and in so doing experience the 
beauty and peace that inspired one of our greatest mod¬ 
ern writers, John Fowles.” 

The Landmark Trust has also created a permanent 
exhibition in the adjacent former stables for the public 
to visit, and this will be open from 2pm to 5pm every 
Friday from April 1st to October 31st, starting this year 
on October 9th. The exhibition offers a window into 
the lives of Coade and Fowles, as well as Dr Richard 
Bangay (1834-1933), a lesser-known but fascinating 
character who also lived at Belmont in the Victorian 
era. 

His story has been unearthed for the first time during 
the restoration. Self-taught and from a poor back¬ 


ground, Dr Bangay was a 
keen astronomer and he 
built the observatory tower 
in the garden of Belmont. 

This is a very rare survival 
of a working amateur Vic¬ 
torian astronomer’s obser¬ 
vatory, now newly 
restored. One of the inter¬ 
esting finds discovered 
during the restoration was 
Bangay’s signature on one 
of the timbers, dated 1881. 

Belmont was in urgent 
need of repair when Land¬ 
mark bought it in 2007, 
after which the charity 
raised £1.8million to com¬ 
plete the rescue. Landmark 
led the restoration process 
in-house by acting as prin¬ 
cipal contractor, using tra¬ 
ditional craft skills 
involving haired-lime 
plasters, lime mortars and 
renders, traditional joinery and Coade stone repairs. 

Carole Paton, one of Landmark’s building surveyors, 
project-managed the work and led a skilled team from 
start to finish, working with local firms and specialists 
from the South West throughout. 

She said: “Restoration projects are always absorbing, 
but Belmont has been entirely consuming for everyone 
involved. We used evidence from the original building 
to restore Belmont to its appearance and layout in 
Eleanor Coade’s time. Major highlights were finding 
a signature on one of the keystones and the date of 
1782 in one of the urn lids. 

“The quality and detail of the Coade stone that sur¬ 
vives from this era is astounding and to think that 
Eleanor may have been personally involved in its cre¬ 
ation feels very special.” 

Thanks to meticulous paint analysis, the facade today 
is a striking pink to match the shade Mrs Coade would 
have known. The fireplace and all the delicate decora¬ 
tion in the sitting room, formerly Fowles’ writing 


room, are original, after ornate cornices clogged with 
two centuries of paint were cleaned to reveal their as¬ 
tonishing detail. 

The beautiful west window and Mrs Coade’s parlour 
have also been reinstated. Outside, the gate posts are 
back in their original location with reproduction Coade 
stone gate caps. 

Using such original details, Landmark’s craftspeople 
have recreated any damaged or missing items at their 
studio in the Cotswolds, such as fireplaces, architraves, 
shutters and skirting boards. Prince’s Foundation ap¬ 
prentices have contributed to the project, including one 
sponsored by Landmark, who worked alongside expe¬ 
rienced craftsmen to carry out joinery work and con¬ 
servation repairs on the west wall. 

John Evetts, Landmarks’ furnishings expert has over¬ 
seen the presentation and furnishings at Belmont, 
which falls in a favourite period for him. The colours, 
fabrics and furniture uniquely evoke Belmont’s history 
and the lives lived within it.

Art society remember late chairman 
with special workshop for beginners 


LYME Regis Art Society remembered its late chair¬ 
man, Edna Dorrington, with a special beginners' 
workshop held as part of ArtsFest. 

Edna is remembered as a very talented local 
artist, who always went out of her way to encour¬ 
age beginners. In the spirit of this, society presi¬ 
dent Terry Whitworth led the participants 
through observational exercises, beginning with 
outline drawings of rose hips, then tonal sketches 
and finally adding watercolours to enhance their 
drawings. 

Terry's skill as a teacher showed not only in the 
final paintings but also in the growing enthusi¬ 
asm and interest of those taking part. 

This workshop also marked the beginning of 
the society's annual programme and the follow¬ 
ing day saw an exciting demonstration by artist 
JamesTatum (pictured). An engineer for 35 years, 
he moved to Dartmoor seven years ago and is 
now painting full-time. 

As in engineering, the success of a project lies 
in sound, basic structure and in painting this 
means discipline in form, line, tone and colour. 

Onto this structure go intuitive responses to the subject matter, 
in this case, a sunlit landscape with an old orchard. 

Working from a small, highly-coloured sketch, James startled 
members by slapping a vivid yellow Z shape in acrylic paint 
across his paper using a broad decorating brush, laying down 
the basic structure of this painting, namely shafts of bright sun¬ 
light in the field seen through old gnarled trees. 

The greens of undergrowth were whacked on with large 
brush marks and pushed around using kitchen spatulas, with 
the edge of a window scraper creating the fine vertical lines of 
trunks and twigs. 

Next, the paper plate palette was pressed on to the image to 
stop it becoming too precious with the life of the painting de¬ 
stroyed. Although this seemed a haphazard way of working, 
the result was successful because, however wild the marks, 



James knew exactly where each should go to enhance those 
first basic structural lines and to create the effects of distance, 
light and shade. 

The final painting recreated the warmth and tranquillity of 
the orchard, whilst his second work portrayed the light and 
movement in the River Dart with its reflections and half sub¬ 
merged rocks and pebbles. 

Lyme Regis Art Society is a growing group, providing demon¬ 
strations and workshops in a wide variety of media from Sep¬ 
tember to April and welcoming all levels of skill and interest. 

The next demonstration will be on Tuesday, October 6th in 
Woodmead Halls from 2pm to 4pm when Rebecca da Men- 
donca with speak on "Portraiture in Pastel". Visitors and new 
members are welcome.

Latest mill exhibitions to 
show off variety of skills 


THIS week sees the opening of 
two exhibitions at the Town Mill 
in Lyme Regis that will fire our 
imaginations as the seasons 
change. 

"Fluid Lines" in the Courtyard 
Gallery (from October 1 st to 14th) 
is an inspiring display of stained 
glass, paintings and drawings, 
while "Losing the Thread" in the 
Malthouse (October 2nd to 21st) 
showcases 10 textile artists who 
are exploring how fabric and 
fibre can enhance our senses. 

"Fluid Lines" is the first joint ex¬ 
hibition in Lyme of Seaton-based 
artists Ann Pengelly and Eliza¬ 
beth Richie. Ann is a well-estab¬ 
lished stained glass artist 
specialising in leaded windows, 
glass etching and painted glass 
panels. Some pieces displayed 
here are usually only seen in the 
homes that they were designed 
for. Ann's unique 3D glasswork 
will also be on show. 

Elizabeth is exhibiting her latest 
collection of paintings that em¬ 
ploy an unusual mixed media 
technique. Alongside these are a 
series of large charcoal drawings 
that she calls "Doodle Dancers" 
because she "takes a line danc¬ 
ing" on paper to create abstract 
movement and images of danc¬ 
ing figures, a reminder of her ear¬ 
lier career as a professional 
dancer. 

"Losing the Thread" is the title 
of both the exhibition and the 
group of textile artists who 


learned to sew, knit and embroi¬ 
der from their mothers and 
grandmothers, turning naturally 
to textiles when they studied art 
later in life. 

The three Lyme-linked mem¬ 
bers of the group are Penny Burn- 
field, who uses a great variety of 
materials and found objects in 
her work; Pat Mummery, who 
combines paint and print with 
hand stitch; and Jennie Pearson, 
the newest member, who was at¬ 
tracted by its open minded ex¬ 
ploratory approach to materials 
and ideas. 

Each member follows her own 
themes or threads that may 
bend, break, intermingle or get 
lost. 

The two exhibitions will be 
holding a joint preview on Friday, 
October 2nd from 5pm to 7pm, 
to which all are welcome. You can 
also meet the artists on Thursday, 
October 8th at a "Tea and Talk af¬ 
ternoon". 

From 2pm to 3pm, some "Los¬ 
ing the Thread" artists will share 
their ideas and are keen to meet 
others interested in textiles, and 
from 3pm onwards, Ann Pengelly 
will be demonstrating stained 
glass techniques, and Elizabeth 
Richie will be present to discuss 
her work. 

Both exhibitions are open daily 
from 10.30am to 4.30pm and ad¬ 
mission is free.

Kieron returns to his home county with a raft of incredible musicians for 
this unique performance, combining beautiful projected hand-drawn illus¬ 
trations and animation, ethereal soundscapes and music, Yiddish ballads 
and roaring klezmer to tell an incredible story of a chance encounter and 
unrequited love. 

Kieron's great, great grandparents were part of an itinerate theatre trav¬ 
elling across Europe in the early 20th century. In 1911 while performing in 
Prague, the theatre company came into contact with one of the 20th cen¬ 
tury's most celebrated writers, Kafka, who became intrigued with the melo¬ 
drama, the pantomime and the richness of the spoken Yiddish in the 
theatre's performances. He also became obsessed with Millie, a member of 
the company, writing in his diary about her in 
forensic, infatuated detail. 

Theatre of The Wandering West elaborates on 
this heartfelt story of Millie and her husband, 
Emanuel. Charting an interweaving historical arc 
from Emanuel's boyhood as travelling wedding 
minstrel to the Prague cafe meeting with Kafka, 
the piece devised by Kieron with illustrations and 
animation by brothers Tom and James Brown 
(produced the stage design for West End show 
Wicked), and accompanied by additional musi¬ 
cians, illuminates the journey of Jewish fable¬ 
telling, theatre and comedy.

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Increase targeted road policing to 
drive down rising deaths on the road 


THE Royal Society for the Prevention of Accidents (RoSPA) says more 
needs to be done to protect vulnerable road users after new figures 
reveal a rise in the number of deaths on Britain's roads. 

The family safety charity is advocating a range of solutions to drive 
down the number of deaths and life-changing injuries on Britain's 
roads, including ensuring there are sufficient numbers of police tar¬ 
geting careless drivers who put themselves and others at risk. 

Statistics released today by the Department for Transport show an 
increase in the number of people killed or seriously injured, in partic¬ 
ular pedestrians, cyclists and motorcyclists, last year (2014) compared 
to 2013. 

RoSPA is concerned, as the figures show a 4 per cent 
rise in deaths to 1,775. Of particular concern is the 
number of vulnerable road users being killed or in¬ 
jured. Three-quarters of the increase in deaths were 
pedestrian casualties, meaning that last year one in 
four people killed on the road were pedestrians. There 
were also 16,727 child casualties in 2014 - up 6.2 per 
cent on the previous year. 

Cyclists also still account for a disproportionately 
high number of casualties, with 113 killed in 2014.Wor- 
ryingly, there was a huge rise in the number of cyclists 
being seriously injured, from 3,143 to a total of 3,401. 

This number has been increasing almost every year 
since 2004. 

Motorcyclist deaths rose by 2 per cent from 331 in 
2013 to 339 in 2014, and there was an increase of more 
than 400 who were seriously injured, taking the num¬ 
ber to 5,628 in 2014, a rise of 9 per cent. Overall mo¬ 
torcyclist casualties increased from 18,752 to 20,366, 
an increase of 9 per cent. 

There were almost 200,000 casualties last year on 
Britain's roads - the first overall increase since 1997. 

Traffic levels also rose by 2.4 per cent in 2014, which 
may account partly for the increase in deaths and in¬ 
juries on our roads. 

Nick Lloyd, road safety manager at RoSPA, said: "As 
our economy improves, we can expect traffic levels to 
continue to increase, so we must do everything we can 
to make sure this does not lead to even more increases 
in road crashes and casualties. 


"The reductions in road death and injury in recent years will not au¬ 
tomatically be sustained, without a continued commitment to road 
safety. We must remain focussed on making our roads safer for every¬ 
one, and especially for people travelling on foot and by two wheels. 

"The number of pedestrian fatalities involving those over 60 has in¬ 
creased by 16 per cent, together with a 7 per cent increase in car oc¬ 
cupants. With an aging population we must renew our efforts to 
reverse this phenomenon. 

"It is estimated that between 240 and 340 people were killed in 
Great Britain when at least one driver was over the drink-drive limit. 
We must renew our efforts to highlight the dangers of drink driving."

Broken rudder can't halt capital thrill 


WEYMOUTH Rowing Club Crews re¬ 
turn very credible times in the London 
River Marathon 

The recent 2015 Great River Race had 
330 competitors from all over the world 
racing the 21.6 miles from London’s 
Dockland to finish at Ham Surrey. 

After a very hectic launch and muster¬ 
ing process the diverse range of rowing 
craft were started according to a predeter¬ 
mined handicap with the slowest boats 
starting even before the Gigs were on the 
water. 

Being classified as one of the fastest 


boats, the Gigs along with Dragon boats, 
Waterman Cutters and Celtic Longboats 
were kept back to start approximately one 
hour after the first boats. 

Unfortunately the river conditions were 
judged too rough for the Dragon boats 
and so at the very last minute they were 
withdrawn reducing the fleet to 302 
boats. 

Due to the diverse range of boats and 
their differing speeds the cox had to 
thread their boat through a very congested 
course where overtaking was restricted 
within the vicinity of the 28 bridges, this 


required skill and total concentration for 
the duration of the race with every com¬ 
petitor vying for position in the restricted 
space of the river course. 

Weymouth Rowing Club (WRC) two 
crews were separated by a mass of boats 
at the start and the Ladies crew steamed 
ahead, they flew down the course to fin¬ 
ish in 2hrs 50minutes in front of 199 
boats. 

A result all the more commendable as 
the rudder broke half way through the 
race and had to be operated without the 
yoke. 


The mixed crew followed up overcom¬ 
ing the initial handicap of extensive traf¬ 
fic, gradually passing through the field to 
produce a very good time of 3hrs 6min- 
utes having overtaken 121 boats.
